IN the chapter from which my text is 


taken is recorded a miracle of mercy, 


performed by our Lord and Maſter. He, 
who © went about doing good,” after 
having raiſed the ſervant of a centurion 
in Capernaum from the bed of ſickneſs, 
proceeded in his beneficent courſe to 
another city, where, on the following 
day, he raiſed a young man from he bier 


of death. 


* It came to paſs the day after,” 
ſays the ſacred Hiſtorian, ** that he 
*« went into a city called Naim, and 

B 66 many 
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many of his diſciples went with him, 
and much people: Now, when he was 
come nigh to the gate of the city, 
behold there was a dead man carried 
out, the only ſon of his mother, and 
ſhe was a widow ; and much people 
of the city was with her.” 
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With beautiful ſimplicity and conciſe- 
neſs does the language of Holy Writ 
thus preſent us with a ſubject for the 
moſt awful and intereſting meditation. 
Yes—Inſenſibleas its frequent occurrence 


may make us to it, hardly can we con- 


ceive any ſpectacle that appeals more 
powerfully to our feelings than that of a 
fellow creature carried out to his grave. 
The thought that he is gone where he 
„ ſhall be no more ſeen,“ that his body 
will ſoon be mouldered into duſt, that 
his /oul is fled to ſtand before an upright 
and all-ſeeing Judge; The certainty, 
too, that ſuch muſt one day be our own 
fate that we, who now witneſs the laſt 
obſequies performed to another, muſt 
within 5

within a few revolving years have need 
of them ourſelves Thele are reflections 
which make us ſurely acknowledge, that 
the ſcene which excites them is one of 
all others the moſt awful, the moſt in- 
tereſting, the moſt impreſhve ! 
Our mind, thus firſt arreſted by its 
contemplation of the deceaſed, natu- 
rally, in the next place, pauſes on. the 
ſad train of mourners who are paying 
the laſt melancholy duties to a departed 
friend. Soon does the ſigh, the groan of 
anguiſh ; ſoon do the tear and cry of 
lamentation turn the {ſympathetic eye 
from the bier to the unhappy friends 
and relatives that attend it. We weep 
| leſs for the dead, we bemoan him leſs, 
on account of his happy inſenſibility of 
diſtreſs: ** The living, the living” claim, 
irreſiſtibly claim, our ſympathiaing ſor- 
row. The helpleſs look of unprotected 
youth points out the orphan; exceſs of 
grief marks the parent; or the mute 
1 of deſpair diſtinguiſhes, per-

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haps the widow, in the fad aſſembly of 
thoſe who: are dig -for the dead. 


In the hiftory baforn us, a Mether is 
amongſt them; ſhe is paying the laſt 
mournful duties to an only child; and 

ſhe is, too,—dreadful accumulation of 
miſery !—a Y/:dow. Deprived of the en- 
dearments of conjugal affection, an only 
- ſon made her, perhaps, ſome recompenſe 
for the loſs which had befallen her. He 
was the ſtay. of her earthly hope; the 
kind and tender comforter, probably, of 
her widowed age, who ſtrove, by his 
virtues and his obedience, to ſooth the 
ſorrows and lighten the cares of her in- 
creaſing -years! To him the looked 
for every ſolace of life, and from him 
| ſhe hoped to receive the laſt ſad duties 
at its cloſe! But, alas !—melancholy 
| reverſe of Nature's order !—the parent 
ſees the child expire! the mother fol- 5 
lows her ſon to the gravel _ 

80 deep a calamity could not but 

excite general commiſeration:· Much

people of the city was with her” —Many 
were the ſorrowful witneſſes of her 
grief ! But many, alas ! who by their 
pity only could manifeſt their concern, 
who by their ſympathy alone could 
endeavour to conſole the aged, warping 
mother. 


Not ſuch, however, not ſo powerleſs, 
was the benevolence of all who were

See the eye, which was thought cloſed 
for ever, opening again to the light of 
day ; ; hear the tongue, which was tied 
in death, looſed from the bonds of 
filence :—Behold © him who was dead,” 
ſitting up and beginning to ſpeak—70 
ſpeak in terms of rapture, aſtoniſhment, 
and gratitude, to his friends, his parent, 
his Saviour, and his God. — Or now, 
with reverence, picture to your minds 
the benevolent Jeſus, when the miracle 
of merey was performed. See him, un-

moved by the praiſes of the multitude, 
reſtoring a loſt ſon to her whoſe ſor- 
rows he had deigned to pity. Him 
who was dead He “ delivered to his 
mother.” ———But who, who can ima- 
the feelings of that mother's heart ? 
Who can expreſs the joy, the rapture 
that overflowed it? Separated, as ſhe 

thought, for ever, ſhe is reſtored to her 
ſon—Again 1s ſhe permitted to call her- 
ſelf a parent,—again to preſs to her bo- 
ſom the ſolace, the ſupporter of her 
age. 
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| —As if conſcious that her 
feelings could not be expreſſed, the ſacred 
Hiſtorian attempts not to deſcribe them : 
he leaves them, however, to be conceived 
by the feeling heart ; he leaves them and 
the hiſtory before us for our reflection and 
conſideration ; and thereby preſents us 
with a leſſon that well deſerves their 
exertion. It will point out to us truths 
great and intereſting ; rules of conduct 
of the higheſt importance; and conſo- 


lations of the pureſt and moſt exalted na-

ture, whether we conſider it in a general 
light, or in that particular point of 
view to which the purpoſes of this day's 
meeting more immediately direct us.

Was touched with the feeling of our 
* infirmities.” Man, he knew, was born 
to ſorrow, and doomed to anguiſh ; and 
to wipe away the tear which ſorrow 
cauſed, and bid hope reviſit the breaſt 
which anguiſh racked, was his employ- 
ment and delight. The whole tenor of

his life bears teſtimony to this. We do 
not read of a ſingle miracle performed 
to relieve his own wants, or to aſſuage 
his own pains. His works were wrought, 
not for himſelf, but others; not for his 
own ſake, but theirs; not for his own 
glory, but others' good; not to aſto- 
niſh, but to ſave mankind. 


Let the ſame mind then be in us, my

taught them, that no human exertions 


could produce effects ſuch as they be- 

held, —Feelingly were they convinced, 
that he who © healed the ſick, who 
% cleanſed the lepers, who made the 
deaf to hear, the dumb to ſpeak,” and 
even the dead to live, muſt be furniſhed 
with powers far beyond the capability 
of mortal attainment, muſt be endowed 
with excellencies to which no mere 
human talents could raiſe him ; muſt, 


in a word, have come from God, ſince. 


« he did ſuch works as none could do, 


except God were with him.” 


But, while we contemplate with re- 


verential awe theſe ſtupendous illuſtra- 
tions of divinity, let us not forget that 


they were not only intended to raiſe

our wonder, but alſo even to furniſh in- 
citement for actual imitation. 


_» The n and infirmities of human 

nature, the imperfection of all we do, the 
infinite diſparity between works holding 
up to ſorrowful contemplation the weak- 
neſs of humanity, and works impreſſed 
with the ſtamp of divine perfection, con- 


vince us indeed how vain, how futile, the 


attempt muſt prove to attain the excel- 
lence we admire. Still is divine “ wiſ- 
dom juſtified” in ſetting before imper- 


fect creatures a model of infinite perfec- 


tion; for, as it has well been obſerved *, 
+ The maxim is univerſally true, when 
„applied to morality, as well as to the 
* arts and ſciences, that no one ever ad- 
e vanced in any purſuit ſo far as his pow- 
«ers would carry him, who was not 
fired with an idea of perfection far be- 

vyond the poſſibility of his actual attain- 
ment.“ By imitating a faultleſs copy 
much continual improvement may be 
made. By working after a divine model

It is not, indeed, in our power, (like 
our bleſſed Lord,) to put an end to ſor- 
row; but often may we mitigate and 
aſſuage it: it is not in our power, (like 
him,) by a word to heal, and bid health 
re- viſit the ſick ; but we may alleviate 
the pains of ſickneſs by our kindneſs, and 
contribute to remove them by our exer- 


tions: IT IS NOT IN OUR POWER 


to effect what has excited our admiration 
in the hiſtory w e have been conſidering, — 

it is not in our power to light again 
te the lamp of life,“ when it is entirely 
extinguiſhed ; but the eye of ſcience 
can examine whether there may not be 
a ſpark ſtill remaining, which the breath 
of charity may kindle into a flame, 
Ves: At the humble diſtance our na- 
ture places us, we are even here allowed 
to follow our bleſſed Lord's example;

Look at, behold, my brethren, the

mitted to the grave. See them reſtored 
to life, to health, to friends, to parents, 
children, and ſociety :—Sce them aſſem- 


bled, this day, in grateful reverence to 
the God who vouchſafed his bleſſing 


on the means uſed for their reſtoration. 
Oh! long, ye favourites of Providence! 
long may ye retain this ſenſe of his 
goodneſs! and never may ye forſake 
the God, who, in the hour of your 
greateſt need, did not forſake you! 
Never may ye neglect to improve the 
greateſt of all the benefits which your 
generous preſervers have afforded you. — 


the having given you an opportunity of 
preparing for that judgement, to which a 


ſudden 
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ſudden and unexpected death had: well 
nigh. expoſed you, in the midit, per- 
haps, of crimes unrepented, and ſins 


unforſaken. 


Need I, after ſuch a ſpectacle, plead 
to you, my brethren, in behalf of the 
_ Inſtitution that preſents it? Oh ! could 
you but know a thouſandth part of the 
miſery it relieves, and the happineſs it 
cauſes, how gladly, how eagerly, would 
you aſſiſt it !--Among the many affect- 
ing hiſtories which the excellent ſtate- 
ment of a moſt able and zealous de- 
fender * of the charity preſents, there is 
one which cannot be heard by any with 
inſenſibility, and which will perhaps 
make as ſucceſsful an appeal to every 
heart of true compaſſion, as even thoſe 
ſtrong and powerful arguments, which 
have been ſo often and ſo ably adduced 
in behalf of our n cauſe.

He.carried him to his home : there, to- 
gether with his child's other weeping pa- 
rent, he uſed the means preſcribed by this 
Society. For a long time there was 
no proſpect of ſucceſs: a father and 
mother, however, would hope and per- 
ſevere, when to others, perhaps, all. 
hope ſeemed fled, and all perſeverance 
vain; and at length they were re- 
warded, by diſcovering ſome ſmall ſymp- 
toms of returning life. Thus encouraged, 
they redoubled their exertions; and, 
though their labour did not produce its 
deſired effect for more than two hours, (du- 
ring almoſt the whole of which time the 
body appeared as a corple before them,) 
fo they 
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they did not relax in their efforts; but, 
painful -as they were, continued them 
with fortitude ; ſo that, at the expira- 
tions of four hours, they brought the 
vital functions into viſible action: And 
at laſt,” ſays the happy father, in his.

We were called to the Colliery of John SMirtH, Elq. 
where a dreadful exploſion of the inflammable air 
happened. Fourteen colliers agreed to go into the 
pit to get up the remains of their fellow-labourers ; - 
but, remaining ſome time, the agents ſuſpected that 
the ſulphureous air had ſuffocated them, which was 
unfortunately thecaſe ;—Others weatdow n,and brought 
them up, apparently lifeleſs; there was no pulſe, nor 
breathing, and their bodies dead cold. 

By vigorouſly purſuing the Society's proceſs, 'Eight 
of our ſuffocated patients were providentially reſtored 
to their wives and children.

A Max took half an ounce of ſolid opium. I was 
called in, and immediately gave him nine grains of 
emetic tartar, and afterwards ſome warm water ; but, 
as that doſe ſhewed no diſpoſition to cperate, I gave 
him fix grains more, ſupplied him plentifully with 
warm fluids and camomile, to prevent vomiting.

Falf an hour had elapſed, in which time hie greve 
more ſenſible, was ſometimes in a kind of delirium, 
at other times diſpoſed to ſleep. I then gave him fix 
grains of mer. emet. fluv. and ſupplied him with more 
liquid. More fluids with much difficulty were forced 
down.—In the courſe of another hour J gave him 
twelve grains more of emetic tartar at twice, by which 
vomitings were procured, which greatly relieved him. 
At the end of two hours and a half his complaints 
were much abated. [I then left him to the care 
of Mr. SV 0ODRIPFE, and requeſted that he might be 
ſupplied with more water, and, if neceſlary, fix 
grains of emetic tartar. In abour am hour he came to 
me in haſte, and ſaid he was afraid the man was dead. 
His face was pale, and cold ; his lips of a blackiſh 
white ; the eyes had, loſt all luſtre; his eye-lids 
remained in any poſture they were placed; ; and his 
reſpiration ſeemed totally gone. 

I PROCURED BELLOWS, and diſtended his lungs for 
ſeveral minutes, — Being, however, unwilling to 
relinquiſh the caſe without making farther trial, I 
renewed the operation; and at the end of ſeven minutes, 
a kind of weak croaking was experienced at the time 
the air came out in expiration ; the next expiration it 
was rather ſtronger, and gradually increaſed till 
favourable circumſtances appeared, when, to our 
great aſtoniſhment and ſatis faction, his natural
